mitted liability for the sinking of the
Frye. under the treaty of 1828, prize
court proceedings are unnecessary
and not binding upon the United
States.

brings out clearly the refusal of theI United States to accept the conten-
tion that Germany has a right to stop
the carrying of contraband by Amer-
ican ships "by the destruction of the
contraband and the ship carrying it."

Full Text of Note.
Here follows the text of the note,

which is addressed hy Secretary Lan-- J

sdn tn mbassador Gerard in Ber-!ln- :

Department of State,
Washington, June 24, 1015.

"You are instructed to present the
following note to the German minis-
ter of foreign affaire:

"I have the honor to Inform your
excellency that I duly communicated
to my government your note of the
7th instant on the subject of tlie
claim presented in my note of April
last, on behalf of the owners and
captain of the American sailing ea-

sel William P Frye in consequence
of her destruction by the German aux-

iliary cruiser Prinz Kltel Friedrich.
"In reply, I am instructed by my

government to say that It has care-
fully considered the reasons given by
the Imperial German government for
urging that this claim should he
passed upon by the German prize
court instead of being settled by di-

rect diplomatic discussion between the
iwn mvprnmontq as nronosed bv tbe
government of the United States and
that it regrets to t.nd that it can
not concur in the conclusions reached
by the imperial German government

"Ab pointed out In my last note to
vou on this subjecL dated April 30,

the government of the United States
has considered that the only question
niole. rllconccinn wia flip mfthOd
which should be adopted for ascer-
taining the amount of the IndemniU
to be paid under an admitted liabil
lty and it notes with surprise that in
addition to this question the Imperial
German government now desires to
raise some questions as to the mean
lng and effect of the treaty stipula-
tions under which it has admitted its
liability

"If the government of the United
States correctly understands the po--

siuon 01 uih imperial ureruiau jut-ernme-

as now presented it is that
the provisions of article 13 of the
treaty between th? United States and
Prussia, which is continued In force
by the treaty of 128. Justified the com-
mander of the Prinz Eitel Friedrich
in sinking the William P. Frye. al-

though making the Imperial German
government liab! for the damages
suffered in consequence, and that in
asmuch as the treaty provides no
specific method for ascertaining the
amount of indemnitv to be paid, that
question must he submitted to the
German prize court for determination.

The government of the United
States on the other hand, does not
find In the treaty stipulations men-

tioned any justification for the sink-
ing of the Frye, and does not con-
sider that the German prize court lias
any jurisdiction over the question of
amount of indemnity to be paid by
the Imperial German government on
account of its admitted liability for
the destruction of an American vessel
on the high seas.
